ICELANDIC SHIP ARRIVES IN 
NEW YORK CARRYING FISH

Gallfoss Among First Vessels From 


Ieeland to Visit This Continent 
in 900 Years. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—The Gulifoss, 
said to be one of the first Icelandic 
ships to visit the shores of the Western 
Hemisphere since the days of Leif, the 
Lucky, tied up in the harbor here to- 
day with a cargo of herring. Aboard 
the Gullfoss, a little steamer of* 885 
tons, is a crew of Icelandic sailors, 
officered by Icelandic navigatu:s and 
speaking virtually the same language 
that Leif spoke when he !anded at Cape 
Cod about the year 1000. The ship is in 
command of Capt. Sigurdur Pjetursson. 

Next month the Gullfoss’ sister ship. 
the Gothaloss, will reach New York 
with a cargo of fish. The vessels are 
owned by the Icelandic Steamship Co. 
They sail under the Danish flag. 

War prices for the products of the 
island bave brought prosperity, Cupt. 
Fjetursson said. The war created the

described by the Tageblatt. Official an- 
nouncement was made at Vienna ye::- 
terday of the sinking of the Faucault 
by an Austrian seaplane in the southern 
Adriatic. The Tageblatt says the res- 
cuing crew was directed by First Lieut. 
Kenyovic,’ who, on two previous occa- 
sions, had saved comrades who had 
faller. into the sea. 

The sea was rough at the time, and 
there was also danger that the Austrian 
aeronauts would be captured ty hostile 
warships as well as that the azroplanes, 
overloaded by taking on boara so many 
men, tiztht collapse. Nevertheleec. the 
Austrian aviators teid the nuten from the 
French submarine to swim to the sea- 
planes and take hold of them. The com- 
mander and second officer of the sub- 
m.! were allowed to limb intc the 
pllots’ seats. 

The aviators sign&led for help, and 
half an hour later a torpedo boat ar- 
rived and took on board the men from 
the submarine. 

The German Admiralty announced to- 
day that a hostile transport was sunk 
in the Mediterranean Sept. 17 by a Ger- 
man submarine. 

lollowing is the statement: 

“A German submarine, on Sept. li, 
sank in the Mediterranean a completely 
filled hostile transport. The. steamer 
sank in 43 seconds.”’ 

The Austrian statement telling of the 
destruction of the submarine follows: 

“An Austro-Hungarian naval aero- 
plane in the Southern Adriatic sank by 
means of bombs the French submarine 
Foucault. The aeroplane’s pilot was 
Lieut. Celezeny and the observer was 
Lieut. von Klimburg. 

“The entire crew of the submarine, 
comprising two officers and men, 
mnany of whom were in a drowning con- 
dition, were rescued and made prison- 
by the naval aeroplane mentioned 
and by another piloted by Lieut. Kom- 
jevre, with Cadet Severa as observer. 

“Half an hour later the imprisoned 
crew was taken over by a troop boat, 
while the two officers were transported 
to land on the naval aeroplanes.”’ 

The Foucault was built in 12 at Cher- 
bourg. She was 167 feet long.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Labor unions 


with 400,000 
York and Westchester County began 
to vote today on the question of rati- 
fying the action taken yesterday by 
of their leaders in calling for a ‘“gen- 
eral suspension of work’’ next Wednes- 
day morning to aid the striking car 
men. 

Delegates to 
Union, representing 
allied trades, voted unanimously last 
night to ratify the strike order. Repre- 
sentatives of the United Hebrew trades, 
whose membership is 200,000, voted sev- 
eral days ago to strike if the traction 
trouble should not be settled. Most of 
the other unions have still to vote on 
the question.

The labor chiefs appealed to all union 
wage earners to stay at home until the 
traction companies made it possible for 
them to ride in the street cars without 
offense to their union allegiance. It -s 
asserted that no such action heretofore 
has been taken by the trades unions of 
this country, nor has a strike involving 
so many trades ever been called. 

Leaders of the movement refrain from 
calling it a sympathetic strike. Thev 
declare that many of the unions already 
have voted to ratify their recommenda- 
tions and that any union man who does 
not quit work Wednesday will be de- 
nounced as a traitor. To what extent 
they expect the unions to respond to 
the suspension call was not disclosed. 

“How can I tell? It is up to the 
unions,” said Hugh Frayne, general or- 
ganizer of the American Federation of 
Labor for New York State. It is point- 
ed out that Wednesday is the beginning 
of an important Jewish holiday and 
many workers ordinarily would stay at

Statement by Frayne. 

Frayne announced the determination 
to call the sympathetic walkout in the 
following statement: 

“Tt was decided by unanimous vote of 
representatives of 80 unions of Greater 
New York and vicinity that there shall 
be a general suspension of all work in 
all trades and industries in Greater New 
York and vicinity, the same to com- 
mence Wednesday, Sept. 27, at 8 a. m.” 

Among officers of international unions 
at the conference were T. V. O’Connor 
of Buffalo, president of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s organization, 
and William B. Fitzgerald, general or- 
ganizer of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street Railway men, in charge 
of the traction strike. 

Theodore P. Shonts, president of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Co. and the 
New York Railroads Co., reiterated his 
determination not to meet representa- 
tives of the striking carmen. 

“If I did so the loyal men in the In- 
terborough Brotherhood would have 
good cause to strike,”” he said. ‘“Be- 
sides, there is no reason for : negotia- 
tions. There is no strike. We are car- 
rving more people in the subway, on the 
elevated. and in the Steinway tubes 
than ever before. ' Yesterday we car- 
ried 2,206,257 passengers, or 387,689 more 
than on the same day last year.

AUTO FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Motor Equipment Would Cost 
$400,000; Horses and.Carts 
Worth $100,000. 


Director of Public Safety Swingley 
said today he will recommend that in 
the bond issue to be submitted in the 
spring. provision be made for $400,009 
for equipping the Fire Department com- 
pletely with motor apparatus. He esti- 
mates that the cost of maintenance 
would be reduced 33 per cent and that 
the fire losses would be reduced 10 per 
cent. 

Shoeing the department horses, he 
says, costs the city $13,800 a vear, and 
new horses cost $10,000 to $12,000 a year. 
The first motor apparatus purchased by 
the department six years ago, a combi- 
nation engine and hose wagon, has 
saved the city $3500 a year, he says. 

The city now has five combination en- 
gines and hose wagons, two tractors for 
drawing ladder trucks and three ladder 
trucks. Four more engines and three 
ladder trucks have been ordered, the en- 
gines to cost $8000 each and the trucks 
$3500 each.

ONLY CHINESE VOTER 
HERE IS FOR WALSON 


Sit Hom Yen Too Busy, How- 
ever, to Discuss Politics— 
in City Six Years. 


Of the Chinese population in St. Louis, 
which numbers approximately 650—less 
than a dozen of whom were American 
born—Sit Hom Yuen, 36 Vears old, preal 
dent of the Oriental Tea & Mercantile 
Co., 22 South Eighth street, was the only 
one to register and express a desire to 
vote at the November election. Only 
American born Chinese are entitled to 
suffrage, and these few rarely avai! 
themselves of it. , 

Being the only one of his multitudin- 
ous race to vote in St. Louis is a distinc 
tion little appreciated by Sit, who waved 
a Post-Dispatch reporter away with the 
laconic remark: 

‘“‘Me like Plesident Wilson. No time 
for too much to say. Too busy all time 
now.”’ 

This came in response tu a question as 
to how he would vote. 

Sit was born at San Francisco. His 
parents removed to China when he was 
two vears old. He returned to the 
T'nited States in 1993 and has been bac 
and forth twice since then. He came 
to St. Louis six years ago and organized 
the tea company. 

He is a member of the Chinese Amer- 
ican Born Citizens’ Alliance of San 
Francisco, which, he said, wrote and 
advised him to register and vote in 
Navember. Otherwise he would not 
have registered. 

The reporter had some difficulty in as- 
certaining Sit’s age. In response to the 
question when he was born, he promptly 
replied: 

“When I was little baby.”’

Judge Lamm also charged that the 
land bank bill, by exempting its bonds 
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quired. Certificates recognized 
by business organizations and 
accountants everywhere.

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from taxation, was a step in the direc- 
tion of the single tax. With reference 
to that point, Gardner said: 

“Now as to the statement as to the 
single tax, nothing could be more far- 
fetched, nor a greuter fallacy. Single 
tax means that all the tax is to be lev- 
ied against the land. The mere getate- 
ment that the farmer gets the loan from 
the institution at the exact rate at 
which the bonds are sold, and by reason 
of the bonds being exempt from tax- 
ation, which enables him to secure the 
money at just that much less rate, 
proves conclusively that just that much 
tax is taken off of the land instead of 
placing it on the land. The Federal 
bank system, which my opponent com- 
mends so highly, goes even farther in 
that respect than does our plan by rea- 
son of the fact that it not only exempts 
the bonds from State and county taxes, 
but exempts them from the income tax. 


Criticises Lamm Opinion. 
“T call also attention to the fact that 


‘when my distinguished opponent was on 


the Supreme Bench he concurred in an 
opinion which exempted from taxation 
the stocks of all foreign corporations 
held in Missouri, of which it is estimat- 
ed there are more than one billion dol- 
lar’s worth. 

“But when it is proposed to cheapen 
money for the farmer, by exempting 
the bonds of which his loans are se- 
cured from taxation the Republican 
party advances the hackneyed argu- 
ment that it is single tax. That is in 
keeping with all of Judge Lamm's 
criticism of the State land bank sys- 
tem. I do not believe the Missouri 
farmer will be misled by this sophis- 
try.” 

In answer to Judge Lamm’s charge 
that a profit of one-half of one per 
cent on the loans of the bank would 
not be sufficient to pay its running 
expenses, Gardner said: 

“My opponent’s construction of the 
economic plan on which the. rural! 
credit system is founded is entirely 
faulty. For instance, he says that 
one-half of one per cent on the mil- 
lion dollars loaned would produce 
only $5000 per year. He is in error 
here to the exact amount of 100 per 
cent. The bill plainly and specifical- 
ly states that this sum is to be paid 
over the whole period of 25 years. He 
says further that no provision is made 
for the accumulation of surplus. He 
entirely overlooks the fact that the 
institution of the State does not pay 
dividends. Hence the interest accru- 


ing from the use of this capital would 


produce a very large surplus.” 

Gardner answered the attack of 
Judge Lamm that the bill was crude 
by saying that the Federal land bank 
system, recently created, was modeled 
closely upon the lines of the measure 
which he had prepared more than two 
years ago. 

Cites Views of Publicists. 

“Every student, author and author- 
ity on land credits, including Prof. 
Fetter, professor of economics of 
Princeton, and ex-president of the 
American Economic Society, a man 
who has traveled all over the world 
studying this question, have held oth- 
erwise. : 

‘T particularly call attention to the 
fact that a year ago while the Federal 
bill was being discussed the great 
convention of the National Grange as.

Judge Lamm made the further criti- 
cism that in the present financial con- 
dition of the State it would be impos- 
sible to raise $1,000,000 for the land bank, 
without jeopardizing other State inter- 
ests. Gardner said that he would ask 
for but 25 per cent of the capital of the 
bank during each year of the four years 
of his administration, and that this 
amount of money could be readily pro- 
vided. He said the State appropriated 
$1,000,000 for the World's Fair, and found 
the money, and that it raised $3,500,900 
for a: new capitol bufiding.. Whenever 
the demand arises for money it would 
be provided, he said. Nae 

Gardner took issue with Judge Lamm 
on the State primary law, which Judge

Memorial Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Twelfth and Sidney streets. The couple 
have been on their honeymoon at the 
minister's home, 388A Juniata street, 
since Sept. 1. The bridegroom is 68 
vears old and a widower with six grown 
children, and the bride, who is his first 
cousin, is 54.

-Tony thinks the pros- 
perity of the two families and his Uncle 
Mike’s auto truck explain both explo- 


sions. 
Lombardo, his wife and nine chil- 


dren and Miss Josie Solomanio, Mrs. 
Lombardi’s sister, were asleep when 
the explosion occurred. Lombardo and 
his wife and two children, Anna, 8, and 
Joseph, 3, were in the front room. Miss 
Solomanio and four other children were 
in the second. Tony was in the third. 
The explosion, which was heard for 
several blocks and shattered most of 
the windows in the adjoining blocks, 
threw them all out of bed. 

Morris Blumenfeld and his mother, 
Mrs. Rose Blumenfeld, occupy the sec- 
ond floor. Morris Blumenfeld was sleep- 
ing in the hall room above the vesti- 
bule.

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PLAYER CRITICISES 
NeW CITY CHARTER 
IN ANNUAL REPORT 


Comptroller Declares Its Results 
Have Been Disappointing 
as to Economy. 


Comptroller Player, in a lengthy pvref- 
ace to n‘s annual report, made public 
today, criticises the new charter, praiges 
the city’s terminal facilities, scolds the 
city’s critics and deprecates pubiiz im- 
provements. 

The immediate consequences of the 
new charter, the Comptroller savs, ‘:ave 
been surprisias'y disappointing. Prom- 
ies of the advocates and framers thot 
it would effect economy ani reform 
through centralizarion of authority, con- 
selidation of departments and reduction 
cf forces, he declares, have not been 
realized. Clerical departments ‘iavs been 
*niarged, he seys. and strone efforts 
have been made t* increase saliries: t e- 
cause, through the adoption of the char- 
ter, peculiar efficiency is assured. al- 
though the personal, official and cler- 
ical personnel remains as it was. except 
with additions 

Before the enactment of the new char- 
ter, he says, St. Louis excelled in many 
ways and the taxes never exceeded $2.22 
per $100 valuation. Now the tax rate is 
$2.35 per $100 valuation. 

Switching charges, in spite of criticism 
of the Terminal Railway Association, 
are lower than in other large cities, he 
Says, and St. Louis, next to Paris and 
Berlin, has the best terminal system in 
the world. 

“If St. Louis has any of the attributes 
of a deserted village,’’ the Comptroller 
says, ‘‘it is only in the minds of certain 
local newspaper critics and the controll- 


ing influences in certain civic organiza- 


tions.’’ 

A big debt, he insists, does not make 
a big city, and the expenditure of pub- 
lic money for the advancement of pri- 
vate interests does not make a great 
city. Erection of municipal bridges, 
markets, coliseums, docks, etc., that 
cannot meet the cost of operation and 
maintenance, do not make a great city, 
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offices and in civic organizations do 
make a great city. 

The increased tax rate he attributes 
to the absorption of revenues for the 
hnayment of interest on bond issues, 
leaving insufficient funds for the run- 
ning expenses of the departments. 

The cost of running the city, accord- 
ing to the report, is $43,024.80 a day.

“Split vacations,’ which seems to describe vaca- 
tions with only occasional interruptions by duty 
and prolonged all the year round, may not sound 
very good to the taxpayers. But they have a 
mighty agreeable sound for the boys. The As- 
sessor’s office has: devoted considerable attention 
in the past to its private real estate interests, 't 
is only an extension of the idea to devote pains- 
taking attention to its disinfectant and o’bugo in- 
erests. 

However, the reporters who calculated the pro- 
portion of time devoted to the public and to the 
personal interests of the office were guilty of a 
saddening and unclubby impropriety. If this is to 
continue, why should not the repulsive time clocks 
be introduced at once at the city hall? It would 
be no more shocking if appointees holding places 
through political or family pull were brought at 
once under an efficiency system of the irksome 
Tom Rogers brand. The jobholders’ union shou'd 
plan reprisals.

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MISUSING A GOOD MAN.

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A MISUNDERSTANDING. 

Condemning fee-splitters in the medical profes- 
sion, the Post-Dispatch called attention to a cir- 
cular sent out by a newly organized medical as- 
sociation which defined fee-splitting as an ar- 
rangement under which “the surgeon should not 
‘hog’ the whole of a patient’s money and leave 
nothing for the family doctor.” The Post-Dis- 
patch’s comment on this was, “Here is the situa- 
tion in a nutshell. It’s a question of who should 
‘hog the whole of a patient’s money,’ the surgeon, 
or the surgeon and the family doctor, fifty- 
fifty.” 

The Weekly Bulletin of the St. Louis Medical 
Society todk this to mean that the Post-Dispatch 
holds that “the medical profession as a whole is 
made up of unscrupulous monéy-grabbers quar- 
reling among themselves over the division of the 
spoils.” 

Not at all. What the Post-Dispatch called at- 
tention to was the stand taken by the newly or- 
ganized medical association. The “situation” 
stated in the quoted paragraph was the situation 
created by the fee-splitting advocates, and not a 
situation brought about by those physicians who 
don't believe in fee-splitting. The Post-Dispatch 
knows that the St. Louis Medical Society has ex- 
pelled fee-splitters and other members guilty of 
unethical conduct. The question of “who should 
hog the patient’s money” cannot, therefore, ap- 
ply to the St. Louis society or the fraternity as a 
whole, and no such implication should be drawn 
from the Post-Dispatch’s editorial.

When the strike on all the railroad systems 
of the country was impending, the Merchants’ 
Exchange of St. Louis wired Washington to the 
effect that ‘arbitration is the corner stone of the 
American industrial structure.’ Arbitration was 
further described as the “solvent of all disputes 
between employers and employes.” Because one 
party to a dispute was obstinate and refused 
it was all the more reason for insisting on its 
adoption, the message read. 

The loss of prestige to the principle of arbitra- 
tion by its rejection in the New York street car 
dispute will be almost as damaging as its rejec- 
tion in the general railroad dispute. Will the 
new-found but deep interest of the Merchants’ 
Exchange lead it to wire Mr. Shonts in disap- 
proval of his “obstinate” attitude? ‘Will it lead 
commercial bodies generally throughout the coun- 
try to take the same course? 

If the failure of arbitration at Washington in- 
vited innumerable controversies in all branches 
of industry, why is not Mr. Shonts inviting in- 
numerable controversies by so conspicuous a re- 


jection in New York?!
